to th« Agoiurir'* eoteopltMUty to o lowtiilt. 

2. Aa ^ ai^latiuid. Umro ia on Ukvaiitiaa 

•mtgiro fiNnip by mmm of RROLOO wbiob ia o reaooroh and 
publiabing oseooiotion having tax oxampt atataa and* in faet* 
ae^ly attpportad by Aganey fttnda. In 1961* PROLOG eontaetad 
a lOmala Aznaaloan eittaan of Ukrainian birUi who had boon hirad 
by USIA to go to thM USSR aa a guida for a taehni<Md book axhibit. 
Yhia famala apoat thraa to four nuxitha in tha USSR and did eentaot 
cartain Ukrainiana who had boon auggaatad to hor by PROLOG. 

Up^ oomplotioa of hor tour, aha ratumod to tha U. S. and waa 
^brtolid. Thoro waa no written agr aainont of employmont with 
PROLOG* atUiOugh aha waa vaimburaad lor aartain travel ai^naaa. 
In 1994* tha aanto famala waa hired by USIA for an aaaignmant in 
the UMIR aa a guide for another book exhibit. Her normal employ- 
moat in the U. 5. waa that of a librarian. 

3. Whilo tkia female waa in the USSR In 1994* aha dia- 
trlMitad approximately 100 deeumanta aupplled by PROLOG whieh 
ware aupporting a Ukraintaa nationaliat movamont and had boon 
mailad to her via the Amariean Embaaay in Moaoow. tluiae 
doaumenta would have normally bean eonRaoatad by tha Soviet 
oKloiala if they wore aware of their diatribution in tha USSR. In 
oxehanga for the dootonenta diatributad* aha, in turn, waa given 
approximately twenty documenta whieh eertain Ukraiioiana war# 
amtioua to have publiahed in the Weat. She brought thoae twenty 
doeumenta back to tba U. S. and did turn them over to PROLOG. 
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Agftiii thft did not have ftny written eentraet of employment with 
PROLOG although they did pay lor her travel eiq^nser within 
the USSR to eontaot eertain Ukratniene. 


4. In April Of 1 965, the female waa eontaeted by USIA 
and requeeted to eome to Waehington, £>. C. for a emUerenee. 

/ Up^ reeeiving thie call, ehe haeame eonoemed ae to the nature 

/ of the e<mlerenoe and e^tae^d PRGLOG aeking them to return the 

/ twenty doeuments to her so that ehe might make them availahle 

/ to the USIA. PROLOG retained two or three doeumenta out of 

the original twenty but did turn over the reat to hor. She came 
to Waehington for tibe mooting with USIA, which waa attended by 
a repreaentative of CIA. Sho waa ^eationed about her violation 
of USIA rogulationa, namoly, bringing unofftcial doeumenta aecretly 
from the USSR. She admitted thia action on her part and waa in- 
formed by USIA Uiat ahe would no Itmger be eligible for future 
employment aa a guide beeauae of thia violation. After USIA 
repreaentativea completed their converaatimia, the female waa 
introduced to Uie GIA repreaentative. During a private conver ra- 
tion with the Agency repreaentative, ahe did hand over the doeumenta 
in hopea that they could be exploited by CIA fOr Uie benefit of the 
Ukrainlana. 

5. It aeema that there doeumenta were reviewed by CIA 

peraonnel ai^ later returned to the female and later were re- 
acquired by CIA from the female. The doeumenta are preaently 
in Uie poaaeaaion of CXA and the laimtle ia requeating thair return. 
She wanta them thia week by 21 October 1966. The apecifie 
queationQ ^ha whether the female could bring 

euit againat the Agency for the return of the doeumenta. 

6. At the present time, with the facts available, there 
does not seem to be a firm basis for establishing title to the 
documents in CIA. The atrongeat presumption of title would 
prcbably rest wi^ PROLOG on Um basis that they furnished the 
names of individuals to be contacted in the Ukraine, they pro- 
vided material to be given to Uie Ukrainians, and they did 
reimburse her for the travel expeneea to the Ukraine. The 
female, at thia time, appears to bo diaenehantod with PROLOG 
sines, in her opinion, they have not aggressively exploited the 
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ihe gav» th«m and £ber«for« ih« doae nat wlih to 
aontinua aoioelation with tham. Wa d<m't think the lamala is 
awava ol CIA's s\qi>port to PROJUXi. Tha simptaat solution 
would ai^av to raturn tha dootunants and not mount any 
opavational anploitatlon o£ tham. This would obviously pva> 
vant any la gal suit involving tha papjsrs against tha Aganay by 
tha famala. Sines wa have no lagai'basis for retaining tha 
papers, her request should ba eompliad with immadiataly. 
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
